Pensacola Navy Succumbs To Vols Defense, Passing 


Freshman quarterback Kelly 
Coker came off the bench to 
lead the Volunteers to a 25-9 
upset over Pensacola Navy 
in Saturday afternoon's Home¬ 
coming game before 7,000 
chilled spectators. 

THE ORANGE and white 
suits went on the scoreboard 
first on a six-yard run late 
in the opening quarter by fresh¬ 
man running back Nate Moore. 
Jim Alston, junior punter who 
has taken up soccer-style 
place kicking, booted the extra 


point. 

Less than two minutes later, 
linebacker Terry Giltner 
blocked and recovered a 
Goshawk punt on the Navy 14- 
yard line. 

COKER THEN entered the 
game because sophomore QB 
Glenn Lowe was out of action 
with a shoulder injury. A 14- 
yard pass from Coker to end 
Barry Reeves raised the score 
to 13-0. 

Both teams mounted unsuc¬ 
cessful offensive drives in the 


second quarter. UTM drove 
72 yards before fumbling on the 
Pensacola six. The Goshawks 
were stopped when they failed 
to score on fourth down and 
goal from the Tennessee nine. 

AT THE opening of the sec¬ 
ond half, the Vols were again 
halted short of their mark when 
Pensacola safety Ken Jacroux 
intercepted a Coker pass on the 
nine-yard line. 

Several minutes later, the 
Coker-to-Reeves combination 
again clicked on a 22-yard 


touchdown pass. 

RUNS by Duff Maki and Nate 
Moore keyed another march in 
the third quarter to the 24. 

Navy scored its only touch¬ 
down early in the fourth quar¬ 
ter. Quarterback Russ Munson 
carried the ball across from 
the one. 

THREE minutes later, the 
Goshawks added their final 
pair of points when end Steve 
Potts knocked a Tennessee 
punt through the end zone for a 
safety. 


Hard-charging Navy had its 
hopes of victory end later in the 
final period when Coker threw 
his third six-pointer of the day, 
a six-yard toss to freshman 
flanker Buddy Warren. 

RECEIVER Reeves, a six- 
foot junior from McComb, Mis¬ 
sissippi, hauled in eight passes 
to increase his team lead to 
23. He has now caught six 
touchdown aerials.

It is also interesting to note 
that a club with few members has the same vote as a dorm 
housing several hundred students. 

All of this results in a large, but apathetic, student leg¬ 
islature that slows the SG officers in their work and gives 
them little help. 

THE SOLUTION seems to be the exterminatation of class 
officers elections and a revising of the House with stricter 
requirements on who has a representative and who doesn’t. 
Hopefully, both students and SGA officers will work to trim the 
“legislative fat” from campus politics.

RUMORS have been circulating that “Beatley" McCartney 
died in a car wreck in 1966. His death has been kept a secret 
by the other members of the group. However, the Sgt. Pepper 
album shows a casket with a bass guitar with flowers around 
It, and a red-haired girl and a bust of a man looking into It. 
A wreath of flowers in the shape of a “p” Is by the casket.

In the album “Magical 
Mystery Tour” there is a book¬ 
let with pictures of McCartney 
at a desk with a sign reading 
“I was.” At the end of one 
of the Beatles’ songs you can 
faintly hear “I burled Paul.” 
Play ‘‘Revolution No. 9” back¬ 
ward and hear “turn us on, 
dead man.” 

IN LAST week’s Time, it 
was reported McCartney was 
resurrected at London Hlgh- 
gate Cemetery. He rose from 
his coffin and declared he was 
decapitated In a car wreck. 
He firmly stated he was dead. 
What does it all mean? 

It could be one of the big¬ 
gest publicity stunts In years. 
Perhaps McCartney meant he 
was dead In the spiritual sense. 
There are a few theories con¬ 
cerning the Beatle, but the ln- 
nuendous of his death are still 
unanswered. 

IF PUBLICITY is the goal, 

It has been reached. One Bea- 
tleologist cited a New York 
radio station which was swamp¬ 


ed with 35,000 calls concerning 
the mystery. Millions of 
youthful admirers purchased 
records in hopes of hearing re¬ 
ferences to Paul’s death. 

Whatever the reason, the pub¬ 
lic once again proves Its crav¬ 
ing for morbidity. People who 
never liked the Beatles were 
joyous when they lost favor In 
the United States after com¬ 
menting they were more fa¬ 
mous than Christ. Newspapers 
devoted space to It, and record 
dealers purchased extra copies 
of their albums. 

ANOTHER prime example of 
morbid publicity Is the late 
Sharon Tate. After being but¬ 
chered along with five other 
people by a yet unknown mur¬ 
derer, her movies have been 
released captalizing on her 
death. Her name, once third 
on the list of stars In “Valley 
of the Dolls,” has been moved 
to the title lead. Questions

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Chancellor 
Speaks Out 


Campus unrest Is often 
caused by administrations that 
fall to keep a check on the blood 
pressure of the student body, 

CAMPUSES that define their 
policies are communicating 
with their students. They work 
together through understanding, 
constructively. 

Chancellor Archie Dykes re¬ 
cent’? stated the campus policy 
here concerning protests In an 
open letter to the faculty. Fol¬ 
lowing are excerpts from the 
statement. 

“IN REGARD to Inquiries con¬ 
cerning the University’s posi¬ 
tion on student unrest, I shall 
briefly summarize the existing 
policy In the following state¬ 
ments. 

Basically and philosophical¬ 
ly, the administration believes 
that participation of students 
In the affairs of the University 
is an essential part of their 
education and necessary pre¬ 
paration for life In a demo¬ 
cratic society. 

IT IS also believed that de¬ 
cisions made through demo¬ 
cratic processes and with 
meaningful Involvement of all 
segments of the academic com¬ 
munity, especially students and 
faculty, will be wiser and better 
decisions than those made with¬ 
out such Involvement. 

Steps have been and will 
continue to be taken to secure 
meaningful .nd effective par¬ 
ticipation of students In deci¬ 
sions which affect them. All 
administrative committees now 
have student representation. 
This campus was the first In 
the University of Tennessee 
system to Include students on 
the Administrative Council. 

IN ADDITION, the counsel of 
student leaders Is consistently 
sought by the administration 
through bi-weekly luncheons, 
retreats away from the camp¬ 
us, and other scheduled and 
called meetings. 

Efforts are made to keep the 
decision - making processes 
open and sensitive and respon¬ 
sive to Ideas and concerns of 
students and to foster a campus 
atmosphere characterized by 
mutual respect and trust among 
th students and members of the 
faculty and staff. 

WHILE encouraging respon¬ 
sible student participation in Its 
affairs, the University believes 
that violence, disruption, and 
intimidation have no place on 
a university campus. Such con¬ 
duct is Incompatible with file na¬ 
ture and purpose of a university 
as an educational institution 
seeking to foster rational be¬ 
havior, Intelligent reasoning, 
and deliberative processes. 

Consequently, behavior which 
Is Illegal, which disrupts the 
educational programs of the 
University, or which Interferes 
with the rights of others will 
not be tolerated. Th right 
of teachers to teach and of stu¬ 
dents to learn without fear of 
disruption, Intimidation, or 
coercion will be protected to the 
full extent of the University’s 
power and authority.” 

IT SHOULD be made clear 
that student disruptions of Ihe 
academic processes are not 
expected on the campus. Most 
of the academic disabilities 
which feed student unrest else¬ 
where, especially the neglect 
of teaching, the lmpersonallza- 
tlon of academic bureaucracy, 
overemphasis on research, the 
lack of Interest In students as 
persons, and a repressive and 
stultifying campus atmosphere, 
are not serious j problems! on

paigns concerning dietetic 
drinks with no cyclamates. 
However, their drinks with 
the artificial sweeteners will 
still remain on the shelves. 

PUBLIC reaction has been 
mixed. Some customers are 
returning dietetic products, 
while others are buying them 
all up before they are remov¬ 
ed from the shelves. 

January 1 is the deadline 
for removal of cyclamate- 
sweetened beverages and bev¬ 
erage mixes from the market, 
and February 1 for other foods 
containing cyclamates. 

AN ACCIDENT caused a 25- 
year-old graduate student in 
chemistry at the University of 
Illinois named Sveda to dis¬ 
cover cyclamates in 1937. 

Unable to obtain his favorite 
pipe tobacco, he switched tem¬ 
porarily to cigarettes. While 
working in the laboratory, he 
flicked a bit of tobacco onto 
his Up. He unconsciously touch¬ 
ed the same spot with his tongue, 
and tasted something sweet. 

THIS sweetness turned out to 
be cyclamates calcium and so¬ 
dium salts derived from the 
chemical cyclohexylamine. 

Dr. Jacqueline Verrett, 
a veteran Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration research scien¬ 
tist, has been doing research 
on cvclamate since 1966.

me.” 

ABBOTT Laboratories, the 
world’s largest cyclamate pro¬ 
ducer, was quick to agree. 

An Abbott official declared, 
“Cyclamate Is safe for human 
consumption as presently used 
<n the diet.” 

Robert Finch, Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
put the ban into effect when 
cancer was found in rats that 
were fed large cyclamate 
doses. 

FEDERAL officials approv¬ 
ed cyclamates for use In food 
products In 1950. Only people 
on special diets could use cy¬ 
clamates at first. 

Over 20,000,000 pounds of 
cyclamate have been produced 
each year during the past 
decade. 

THE U.S. National Academy 
of Sciences lias said "totally 
unrestricted use of cvclamates 
is not warranted.” The Acad- 


eifiy rcTbmraenaed limiting 
adults to five grams of cycla¬ 
mates a day. 

No doubt many of the scores 
of other chemicals added to 
foods will prove to be harmful. 

IN THE meantime, the body 
will continue to be a sedimen¬ 
tary dump for deadly concoc¬ 
tions. All under the guise of 
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retarding spolUge, making 
stuff more palatable, or shed¬ 
ding pounds. 

CYCLAMATES have no cal¬ 
ories, leave no aftertaste, and 
cost only a tenth as much as the 
amount of sugar needed to 
achieve the same sweetness. 
They make up a $1 billion a year
